Dec. 8.—SENATE—The first 


flay of the second session of the 54th conf-rcss 
presented no remarkable features. 
There 


wore 71 senators in their senta and 
18 nb- 


sentees. The president's iinnuui mossajre was 
read without apparently evolunif nny special 
Interest. The only exception to that, rule was 
os to the portions of the message devoted to 
Armenian outrages and to the revolution la 
Cuba. On the first of these subjects the pres- 
ident slates his belief: "That tlio present 
somber prospect in Turkey will not be long 
permitted to offend the sight, of Christen- 
dom." 
The president's discussion of tho Cuban 


question is extensive and Impartial, but Its 
summing up Indicates the temper and views 
of tho adminIstrntton. 
It is in these words: 


"When the Inability of Spnin to deal success- 
fully with tbo Insurrection has become mani- 
fest 
a situation will be presented 


in which our obligations to the sovereignty of 
Spain will be superseded by higher obliga- 
tions, which we can hardly hesitate to recog- 
nize or discharge." 
These declarations ap- 
peared to obtain general favor and approval. 
The roessatre covered !8 printed pamphlet 
pages and its reading occupied one hour and 
fifty minutes.

Lament of the Aged Citizen for the Halcy- 


on Dnyg of the One-King Show. 


"That made rue think of the days 


when I was a boy, and went to Pul- 
ler's circus," said the aged citizen re- 
flectively, as he smiled at the recol- 
lections the incident had brought back. 
"The circus was here, I think, all the 
winter of 1835. 
I think is was '35, in 


fact, I'm sure it was. Fuller had 
with him the two Turners, Tim and 
Napoleon, sons of old Turner, famous 
circus performers, and the show they 
gave was great. 


"Oircus performances ain't 
what 


they used to be, by a long shot. Now- 
adays they have three rings and a 
stage, and I don't know what all. A 
man can't watch them all at once, and 
what he sees ain't any good compared 
with what it used to bo. These bare- 
back performers are all right, maybe, 
but give me the old show, where the 
country greenhorn from the audience 
tackled the trick horse, and shed 'ateen 


Its of clothes on horseback, until 


finally he came out all: pink and gold 
and did feats that make your hair stand 
on end. 
Those were good oli days, I 


tell you. 


The old man lay back in his chair 


and said nothing for several minutes, 
while his memory carried him back to 
his boyhood days. 
Finally he com- 


menced again. 


'That cirous was a great show. 


They spent the whole winter here, bnt 
it didn't pay. 
Circuses didn't often 


pay in those days, not even to the pro- 
prietors. 
They left town one Sunday 


morning, and pretty nearly everybody 
was up to see them off. They left a 
lot of bills behind them. 
Circuses 


never paid bills then, and everybody 
leting them have anything took big 
chances and usually whistled for their 
money. 
Of course, the stablemen and 


the rest that they owed couldn't serve 
any writs on them on Sunday, but 
some one got a drum and headed the 
procession, playing the Rogues' March. 
They were drummed out of town, and 
they never came here again. 
But that 


was a good circus, a great circus. 
I 


have never seen the beat of it yet. 


'' Why, pretty nearly everybody went 


to see that circus, and why 
they 


couldn't pay their bills I don't see. 
To show you the drawing power of a 
circus In those days, and especially 
Fuller's circus, which was the best 
there was, I'll tell yon of what actually 
happened to them up in Maine. ' They 
went to a country town up there one 
day, where they calculated they'd have 
a'j certain number of ; people. 
They 


knew the population of the town and 
the country districts around it, and 
figured that they'd have abont people 
enough to fill three-fourths of the seats. 


Maine wasn't much of a place for 


shows—the people were too good to go, 
or something—and they expected to 
come out a little more than even on the 
show. 


"Well, sir, when the doors opened 


the ticket seller saw a crowd that .near- 
ly took his breath away. 
He couldn't 


sell tickets fast enough and they had 
to start another man at it to relieve the 
crash. 
The people jammed in until 


every seat was gone, ana there wasn't 
a corner left where anyone conld stand 
up. 
Old Fuller was tickled to death 


at the returns from the bos office, but 
he couldn't make out where all the 
people had come from. 
There were 


more in there than the whole popula- 
tion of the town, and he wondered and 
wondered where the rest of them be- 
longed. 


"He had the crowd fast enough, and 


he gave up wondering after awhile and 
started to count his money. 
After the 


show was over the things were packed 
up and the wagons started for the nest 
town. 
Then old Fuller 
fonnd 
out 


where all those extra people bad come 
from. 
On their way out they passed a 


large graveyard, and as it was moon 
light they could see in every part of 
the yard men and women going down 
into graves. . That explained it all. 
Tne show was so good that even the 
dead wanted to see it and rose up from 
their graves to go. 


"Those were great old days," con- 


cluded the old citizen, as be lay back 
in his chair reflectively.

The probabilities are that ven- 


geance will be meted out to him later. 
The mob was composed of 250 men, all 
unmasked. 
They overpowered 
the 


jailer and his guards and demanded 
the keys to the cell that Nelson and 
"Winner were locked in, but were re- 
fuse'd. 
The doors were then bat- 


tered down and the prisoners tied 
and led out. The captain was asked 
where he was going to hang them 
and he said that they were going to 
Ray county, so that Lafayette would 
not have to bear the expense of bury- 
ing them. Winner came out trembling 
with fear. Nelson said not a word, 
but clearly showed that he was not 
afraid. 
Both men plead with the 


mob for their lives, and asserted their 
innocence. 


"Standing before almighty God I 


swear I never murdered my wife."said 
"Winner. "I swear I am innocent," 
a'dded Nelson, but the mob paid no at- 
tention to the pleadings. 


Several attempts were made to lynch 


Minner and Lackey while they were 
in jail at Richmond, which led to their 
removal here for safe keeping. 
Nel- 


•on has been in jail here only since 
Saturday, having been arrested on the 
strength of a confession made by Miss 
Maggie Katron, who made a sworn 
statement that she, Winner, Lackey 
end Nelson committed the murder. 


The mob crossed the river, coming 


over at 11 o'clock in skiffs and recross- 
ed at 1:30 with the prisoners with 
them. The mob made no effort to con- 
ceal the identity of its members and 
many of them could be easily recog- 
nized. The overcoat worn by the lead- 
er 
is in possession of one o£ the 


deputies. Tke majority of the mob 
were young men, yet there were many 
old timers among them. 


It is said here that it was the, inten- 


tion of the mob to burn Nelson and 
Winner. 
Winner admitted to a prison- 


er in the jail last night that he xvas 
guilty. 


Prosecuting Attorney William Anil 


eays; "I have evidence sufficient to 
Identify some of the members of the 
mob and have the names of many 
pthers; also, property belonging to 
•some of them. If it is the last act of 
my life I expect to bring the perpetra- 
tors to justice, and shall request the

of whom were unfit for the places they- 
got, and all of whom were rewarded 
for partisanship, either to themselves 
or their friends, and then that the 
shield of the civil service law has been 
used to perpetuate their tenure. 


Francis 0. Newlands (silverite), of 


Nevada, said that no substantial relief, 
he thought, could bo secured by multi- 
plying promises to pay gold in the 
shape of bank notes. The only thing 
to do waa to recognis-.e the fact that 
there was not enough gold to do the 
world's business aud to restore bi- 
metallism.

HOW TO CARVE WELL. 


An Expert Kxpluiiia the Cutting Up of 


1 Jousts itutl Fowls. 


Many ladies have to carve for large 


families without &uy or very little ox- 
-^riencc, and a little advice from an ex- 
>ert carver will not come amiss. 
It 


should be borne in mind, first of all, 
;liat carving is quite oil art, if done iu 


I he right way. Many think if they cut 
i joint or bird up in pieces that it is all 
that is required, but to carve neatly, 
artistically and economically, and place 
nvitingly on the platter or dish is quite 
•mother tiling. 


In the first place the carver should be 


"coated high enough to carve comfort- 
ably and with celerity. The next thing, 
she should be sure fo have her platter 
large enough to hold the entire joint or 
jird when it is can-vcd, so that, no por- 
.ion of it falls on the table. No string 
or skewer should be left in the mentor 
jird when brought to the table, unless 
t is a silver skewer, which is permis- 
sible. Much depends upon tJie way in 
which the viand to be carved is placed 
on (he platter. 


Large birds, such as turkeys, geese, 


etc., 
should have the!;- heads placed al- 


'vays to the left. Smallor birds, as 
;artridges, grouse, etc., which are usu- 
illy placed iieross the platter, should 
have their heads on the farther side. 
A saddle of mutton should be placed 
with the tail end to the left of tho 
carver; a haunch of venison or mutton, 
with the loin or backbone nearest the 
carver; a leg of mutton or veal should 
;jc placed with the thickest part up; a 
rib roast, or sirloin roast should have 
tho backbone at the right of the plat- 
ter; 
the flesh side should be up in a 


round of beef, and in a sirloin beefsteak 
the tenderloin should be next the car- 
ver. 
A "Met of beef should have the 


thick end at the right, end of the plat- 
:eir, and a calf's head should be placed 
with the face to the right. 
A roast 


pig's head should be placed to the left, 
and the thickest side of :\ roast ham 
should be on the far*host side of the 
platter. 


iX 
To\v for the carving1, nnd let the point 


be a leg of mutfon or lamb. Put the 
fork in the top, turn it toward you, and 
slice through to the bone. A saddle of 
mutton is always carved with the grain 
of the meat in long, thin slices, from 
each side of the back. Itinustbe turned 
oveir fo reach the tenderloin and kidney 
fat. 
The leg and saddle of venison arc 


carved in the same way. When the leg- 
and loin are served together, the loin 
should be carved first. Cut 
off tho 


flank first, of all. and cut np in pieces; 
then separate the ribs; and last come 
the legs. 


Tn carving a fowl it is always a.good 


plou for the carver to fir-st study the 
"uncooked" fowl very cairefully, in or- 
rler to get the hang of its limbs and 
points. When the carver finds a joint 
nncl cuts tho gristle, the leg or wing is 
free. It is not KO ensy to find the side 
nr collar bone, bnt that conies with prac- 
tice. 


To carve roast chickens the leg is 


first, removed, then the wing, from one 
Ride and then the leg and wing from 
the ot.h<M- side, separating the joints. 
Then the breast, is carved each side; 
next the wishbone comes off. 
Now 


separate the collar bone and shoulder 
blade, nnd the breast, bone from the 
back, then the back from the body; 
then follow the side bones, and the bird 
is completely dissected. 


The reader will bear in mind thefore- 


poing applies correctly to all classes of 
fowls and birds found in the markets.

SPONGE CULTUKE. 


A Proposal to Carry It On by- 


Artificial Moans. 


Reckless FIsMug Threatening to Exter- 


minate tlio Natural Supply of 


• the. Great Producing 


t'entert). 


Several causes have recently com- 


jinctl to reduce the supply of sponges 
it the American market. The paralysis 
of all industry iu Cuba in consequence 
of t-ho civil war now prevailing- thore 
is one of them. The West Indies, Jia- 


iuus and Florida are the principal 


centers of production in this part of the 
world. Reckless fishing-, which threat- 
ens to exterminate the sponges, much 
as similar proceedings do the seals oil' 
the coast of Alaska, is another fuclo:- in 
the 
situation.

United 
States government, through 


its consular agent at Mitylcne, by a 
Greek nniued Charalampos Chorplsios, 
to establish the business of artificially 
cultivating sponges somewhere on Hie 
Florida coast, if he can get a conces- 
sion. A great deal has been done in the 
past, under the auspices of the national 
and state fishery commissions, tow:ml 
restocking American hikes and rivprs 
with trout, bass, shad and salmon, with 
small fry hatched aud nurtured under 
human maiiugciue.nt. Artificial means, 
too, have much to do with the culture 
of the oyster aud the maintenance of 
the supply of that bivalve. But the 
reasonableness of the project of Mr. 
Dhropliios docs not rest alone on these 
precedents. Itchyological experts in 
Washington are said to have shown 
confidence in its practicability. They 
say that by taking proper measures (he 
Florida 
sponge 
fisheries 
could be 


brought to a higher state of productive- 
ness in a few years. T-hc men already 
engaged in the industry might not, 
however, relish this interference in be- 
half of the public. 


The tough, soCt, elastic, fibrous moss 


which is to 1x2 had at the druggist's, un- 
der the name of sponge, is really the 
skeleton which once supported a whole 
colony of jelly-like creatures which 
have built up that structure. These 
propagate, naturally, in two ways, by 
means of spores or egg.s, and by the 
formation of buds which eventually 
split off from the mature polyp. The 
scientific sponge culturist proceeds on 
:i plan which utilizes both 
of those 


methods, but is like n common practice 
in horticulture. He simply cuts up the 
tenement, house of a colony into a num- 
ber of pieces, employing a sharp Knife 
or razor for the purpose, and conduct- 
ing the operation while the pulpy mass 
is still under water. He is also care-fill 
to leave a portion of the original outer 
surface on each fragment. Each bit 
may then be loaded with a small stone 
or other sinker to take it to the bottom 
again. A few of these sections fail to 
revive; but the great majority, aftor 
an interval of two or three mouths, be- 
gin to thrive- and eventually grow to a 
considerable size. 


There are hundreds of distinct spe- 


cies of sponges, but scarcely a dozen are 
suited tn man's use. It is asserted that 
those which are obtained from Medi- 
terranean waters are the finest in the 
world; yet the delicate "sheep's wool" 
and "velvet" i sponges of Florida are 
wonders of softness and beauty. And 
if a system of artificial culture should 
come into vogue thesa choice varieties 
could be produced almost as abundant- 
ly as the coarser grades are now.—N". 
Y. Tribune. 


Creamed Oysters. 


For one quart of oysters use one pint 


of cream. Put the cream'ovcr the fire 
in a double boiler, stirring in a iable- 
Bpoonful of flour while boiling; season 
with salt, cayenne and black pepper 
with a ta.blespoonfill of onion or celery 
juice ami a lump of butter. Lot the 
oysters come to a boil in their own 
liquor; dram and turn into the cream. 
Have slices of hot-buttered toast ready 
and pour the oysters on them.—N. Y. 
Sun.
